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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The independent claims have been amended to add that "at least a part of the data block which is judged as 
needing to be nullified" in nullified, as opposed to the previously claimed invention which nullified the recorded data block. This 
amendment would require further search and consideration and therefore has not been entered. 

Furthermore, the amendment to the specification presents new matter. Previously, a judging unit judges whether there is sufficient 
processing capacity to destroy all parts of the pair of encrypted data block and encrypted decryption key, but now recites judging whether 
there is sufficient processing capacity to destroy all parts of the data block which includes data relating to the digital content. This 
amendment alters the judging unit to judge something that was not previously disclosed as being judged. As such, the amendment will 
not be entered.. 



Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Regarding applicants' argument that combining 
Matsushita with Yasukohchi would render inoperable the system of Matsushita, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. 
The applicants appear to have misinterpreted the combination. Yasukohchi simply teaches that the system should not use a write once 
memory, and as such could record endlessly. This combination would not prevent the storage and later viewing of digital broadcast 
information, but instead would result in being able to write to locations that have been previously "deleted". As such, the examiner does 
not find the argument persuasive. 

Regarding applicants' argument that the data block in the combination of Matsushita and Yasukohchi is not "nullified" at the same time 
as overwriting the data block, the examiner does not find the argument persuasive. The act of overwriting the data block in effect nullifies 
the data and as such the two "tasks" are accomplished simultaneously. . 
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
